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Synopsis:  To  communicate  general  information  regarding  radio 
controlled  model  airplanes  and  boats  obtained  during  interviews 
of  representatives  of  radio  controlled  airplane  clubs  and  hobby 
shops  located  in  Delaware. 


Details:  Pursuant  to  the  2004  Threat  Task  Force -Prevention  Plan 

initiative,  all  of  the  radio  controlled  (RC)  airplane  clubs  and 
hobby  shops  which  sell  RC  airplanes  and  related  devices  located 
in  Delaware  were  contacted. 

Several  of  the  representatives  from  the  RC  clubs  and  RC 
hobby  shops  advised  of  and  expressed  some  concern  over  the 
advance  in  technology  related  to  the  field  of  RC  model  airplanes. 
This  advance  in  technology  includes  the  use  of  global  positioning 
systems,  autopilot  systems,  video  cameras  and  telemetry  systems 
to  enhance  flight  performance  capabilities.  The  use  of  some  of 
these  technologies  helped  to  make  possible  a transatlantic  flight 
of  an  RC  model  airplane  during  2003. 
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These  representatives  also  advised  of  the  existence  and 
capabilities  of  jet  powered  RC  model  airplanes.  Based  upon  the 
information  provided  by  these  representatives,  jet  RC  model 
airplanes  can  fly  at  speeds  of  up  to  2 00  MPH,  but  have  only  a 
maximum  of  approximately  10  minutes  of  flight  time  capability  and 
can  carry  only  a minimal  amount  of  payload.  The  cost  of  a jet  RC 
model  airplane  and  the  related  operating  equipment  can  range  from 
$5,000  to  $15,000. 

One  particular  hobby  shop  that  was  contacted,  THE  HOBBY 
STOP,  22762  Sussex  Highway,  Seaford,  Delaware,  telephone  number 
(302)  628-3944  advised  that  it  specializes  in  the  design  and 
manufacturing  of  custom  made  model  motor  boats.  THE  HOBBY  STOP 
I I advised  these  boats  have  the  capability  of 

traveling  40-50  MPH  with  a payload  of  20-25  lbs.  THE  HOBBY  STOP 
does  sell  their  model  motor  boats  internationally  through  mail 
order  and  has  made  sales  to  customers  in  the  United  Arab  Emirates 
and  Kuwait . 

In  light  of  the  terrorist  attacks  which  occurred  on 
September  11,  2001,  most  of  the  RC  clubs  and  hobby  shops  have 
already  considered  and  have  discussed  with  club  members  and 
customers  the  potential  threat  related  to  the  use  of  RC  model 
airplanes  and  other  devices  for  terrorist  purposes.  In  general, 
the  RC  clubs  and  hobby  shops  have  been  watchful  of  suspicious 
individuals  inquiring  about  RC  model  airplanes  and  other  related 
devices . 


The  general  consensus  obtained  from  contact  with  these 
representative  is  that  although  RC  model  airplanes  could  be  used 
for  terrorist  purposes,  the  use  of  RC  airplanes  would  not  be  very 
effective  due  to  the  minimal  amount  of  payload  carrying 
capability  and  the  tremendous  amount  of  skill  required  to  operate 
the  airplanes  with  any  great  degree  of  precision.

CSP  recruits  donors  through  a direct  mailing  list 
purchased  by  the  IARA,  through  website  banners,  the  IARA 
website,  www. iara-usa.ora.  and  through  speeches  done  at 
Mosques.  I explained  that  word  of  mouth  is  their  best 

recruiter  of  donors,  f | stated  that  there  are  five  to  six 

thousand  regular  donors.  Donors  and  anyone  asking  for 
information  about  IARA  receive  a newsletter  put  out  by  the 
IARA  quarterly  detailing  activities  being  done  by  the  IARA  and 
opportunities  to  donate  to  IARA  and  their  projects. 


(U)  Once  a donor  decides  to  sponsor  a child  in  the 
CSP  program,  I I helps  the  donor  determine  what  amount  to 

donate  and  to  what  child.  The  donor  then  becomes  a sponsor. 
The  sponsor  is  matched  up  with  an  orphan  on  a one  to  one 
basis.  1 I obtains  the  donation  through  check,  cash,  or 

direct  deposit.  The  donation  is  coded  for  the  child;  for 
example,  if  the  child  is  in  Iraq  the  code  would  be  ####-Iraq, 
if  the  child  is  in  Jordan  the  code  would  be  #### -Jordan.  The 
donations  for  CSP  are  usually  $30.00  a month  or  $1,00  a day. 
The  donations  are  wired  every  three  months  to  the  children 
through  a partner  organization  in  the  country  where  the  child 
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lives.  The  funds  are  then  transferred  from  the  partner 
organization  to  the  child's  mother  or  guardian.  The  IARA 
keeps  10%-  of  the  donation  for  administrative  costs,  half  of 
that  amount  (5%)  , is  sent  to  the  partner  organization  for 
their  administrative  costs. 


(U)  Each  child  must  have  registration  forms  from  the 
guardian  showing  when  the  child' s father  died  and  listing 
other  family  members.  Once  a quarter,  the  guardian  must 
provide  to  the  partner  organization,  an  update  on  the  child 
including  school  reports,  a letter  from  the  child,  and  a 
signed  receipt  for  the  funds  received.  The  partner 
organization  includes  that  information  in  a report  to  the  IARA 
and  the  .sponsor.  IARA  keeps  a copy  of  the  reports  in  their 

files.  | | stated  that  the  CSP  director  went  to  one 

of  the  partner  organization  offices  and  met  with  mothers  and 
guardians  involved  with  the  program.  | ] has  also 

contacted  various  mothers  and  guardians  in  the  program.  While 
living  in  Jordan,  1 I contacted  the  orphan  she  sponsors  at 

the  refugee  camp  where  he  lived.  I 1 stated  that  the 

mother  of  the  child  she  sponsors  told  her  there  were  many 
organizations  supporting  her  family.

(U)  I I stated  that  the  IARA  helps  facilitate  the 

construction  of  water  wells  in  Africa.  She  described  the 
water  well  program  as  having  two  types  of  wells,  a shallow 
well  and  a deep  well  depending  on  the  terrain  of  the  land  and 
the  amount  of  water  near  by.  I 1 estimated  the  cost  of  a 

shallow  well  to  be  approximately  $3,000  and  a deep  well  to  be 
approximately  $5,000.  A water  well  project  at  the  IARA  starts 
with  a request  from  a donor  to  assist  in  a water  well  project 
or  a request  from  a partner  organization  for  assistance.  IARA 
then  asks  the  partner  organization  for  estimates  on  the  price 
to  construct  new  water  wells.  Once  the  price  is  obtained  the 
IARA  tells  a donor  about  the  cost  and  requests  assistance. 

Once  assistance  is  obtained  a contract  is  done  through  the 
partner  organization  for  the  water  well  to  be  completed.
